a household word throughout this state, His 
friends haveadmired him ardently, while those 
who have been politically opposed to him, have 
looked ou with profound wonder at his peculiar 
powers. His characteristic features in repose, and 
striking positions of oratory in debate, and burn- 
ing words of eloquence, wil] ever be reproduced in 
the minds ofall who knew him attke very sound 
of hisname. But, in future yeers, when time shall 
have swept away the present generation an‘ those 
who knew Mr. Hillin person shall have followed 
bim to his rest and reward and 
History alone is left to repeat his praise to a nation 
of new people. Then they may come and look 
upon this inanimate substance, this work ot art, 
and from it catch some idea of the living face and 
form of the illustrious man it represents, which, 
when litup by the fire ofinspiration, as he poured 
ferth his wordsof burniwg eloquence could sway 
the opinions of men of the state and nation. Early 
in life he pressed to the front ranks—at the fornm 
and on the hustings—and led the pafty with whom 
his decided convictions had alllied him 
as their candidate for governer in 1858, 
And when the waves of sectional fanaticism were 
rolling high, and threatening the very foundation 
of the American union, and dissolution was inevit 
_able, he clungto the idea of confederation of the 
states as our fathers han‘ed it down to us, but 
when remonstrance failed, hope was gone and bis 
state severed herself from alleviance to the sister- 
hood of states, he placed himself with all of his 
great mind and influence abreast with the fellow 
citizens of hisstate and section, in their struggle for 
the vital principles of state rights and freestate gov- 
ernment. And during the darkest hours of the 
changing fortunes of the confederate government. 
he stood shoulder to shoulder with her authoriiies, 

When all was ended aid despair had thrown her 
mantle overall this beautiful southern land, and 
he with many of our wisest and best citizens were 
disfranchised, the carpet-buggers and jthe rabble 
had taken possession of the country and its offices 
under the reconstruction laws of the federal govy- 
ernment, he comes to the people with his historic 
jetters on the situation, full of wisdom, exhorting 
those who had been heroes in battle and 
sufferers on the tented tield to 
continued patience end endurance, till 
the threatening clouds would Clear away, When, 

n 1875, he took his seat in congress, the political 
suatics of the north werestill howling for blood, 
and the Andersonville prison management was 
under review, sins of the blackest type were laid at 
the door of the confedeiate authorities, and every 
citizen of the southern states was branded as a 
criminal, kuklux and an outlaw, the bold southern 
spiritof Benj H Hilti could no longer remain si- 
lent. nor tolerate the foul vituperations that were 
He arose in their de- 
his elo- 
quence reached a point in word 
power seldom if ever attained by any ora 
tor. All who heard him on that occasion were 
hushed into respectful silence, and all were silent 
that they might hear even his bitterest political 
enemies. And his words of daring eloqueuce and 
prophetic truth madethe nation tremble. Again 
when the democratic party was about to take a 
deep inspiration and beccme a national living 
thing in 1876, when re'urning boards andcorrup- 
tion money, furnished by the party In power, was 
strangling the effort and life was fast ebbing away, 
the presence of Senator Hill in our Sister states of 
Florida, Carolina and Louisiana, loosed the gag of 
the iron monster, resuscitation began and 
hope arore only to die at the hands of § to 7. 
But we, the people of Georgia and the south will 
never cease to reverence his memory. And our 
northern brethren Will always recognize B. H. Hill 
usa bold defender of his people and. their rights. 
We trust that this statuary,,ainting may go down to 
geverations yetunborp, and teach them the 
history of the great defender and advocate of state 
rights. Wehave therefore placed itto the right 
wf the great founder of that doctrine. 
THE CRAPE DRAWN BACK, 

As Mr. Drewry alluded tothe completion of tae 
portrait, Mr. Dan Pitchford withdrew the crape in 
which it was veiled, and the majestic form was dis 
closed to the grest crowd. Senator Phil. Davis sub- 
mitted the resolutions of the joint committee, 
They sketched: the life and 
characteristics the great Georgian ad- 
mirably, and alluded to his death 
with appropriate sentiments. A copy of the reso 
lutions was ordered transmitted to the family of 
the deceased signed by the speaker oi the house, 
the president of the senate,and the governor.

SENATOR DAYIS 

Senator Davis at the conclusion ofthe reading of 
the resolutions said: 

Mr. President—lI rejoice thatit is my privilege to- 
night to be here and take part with these good men, 
tnese houored represen tall Ves of Georgia, in offer- 
jng their appreciation of the life and the virtues of 
the illustrious dead. Tne deedsof great men live 
after them to inspire and animate succeeding gen- 
erations in the achievment of the noblest ends. 
The fame of the patriotic dead is a heritage of 
which all Georgians are heirs, in which they all 
participate and have an equal share. In the memo- 
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is Silent forevermore; no 
the forumin defense of 
no more will 
it be heard in the national counciisiu defense of the 
liberties of his peopie andthe constitution. But 
those who heve teard itonce can never forget it. 
There was soinething grandin it beyond descrip- 
Stirred ard auimated in debate, his great 
manly form, with all his personal magnetism, 
standi: g firma aud resolute, the whole air seemed 
filed with music, while his convincing logic would 
carry ju ies at his own will In overmastering 
power in the forum, | doubt whether living he had 
a rival, or dying left his likeamong men. Force of 
reasoning, fire of imagination, and 
heat of declamation, all combined to 
give him imperial rank as a speaker. But Mr. 
Hill is better known to the whole country as a 
statesman, trulya statesman. The prominent fea- 
ture in his political history is hislove of the con- 
stitution. Werefer to this leaving out the detail of 
his political life Having made a foriune at 
his profession, and already won for himself the 
leadership of his party in Georgia, ‘when the clouds 
of civil war were rising and overshadowing the 
peace of the state he stwwod firm by the union and 
the constitution. He never doubted the right of 
secession, but he denied its policy and his voice 
was the last that was heard inthe land in defense 
of theunion. But he love i Georgia and when she 
seceded he followed his mother state, and his voice 
Was again the last that was heard in herdefense in 
the confederacy. Noble patriot! He followed 
Georgia as the immortal I+e followed Virginia. 
When Georgia aud Virginia had asserted their 
rights then these great men followed and gave their 
allin defense of the south. Mr Hill was ever ag- 
gressive. He never tired. Mr. Davis said of him 
on one occasion: ‘‘Ben Hillis Sstandiug firmly by 
me and his tongue aud pen are worth twenty thous- 
and bayonets.’’ 

When the war was overand the union of states 
was resolved he contended everywhere for the 
union and the constitution. He saw and could 
hope for nothing except under the constitutiou of 
the fathers and bravely and successfully did he 
battle in 1ts defense. He loved the constitution as did 
Mr. Webster. In the congre-s of the United Btates, 
so Clearly and forcibly did he proc aim the great 
princip‘es of ourgovernment that even the bitterest 
enemies of the opposing party, were silenced, and 
a whole -ontinent was thrilled with the power of 
his genius and eloqueuce. His pre-emineut tal- 
ents were given Without stint to the cause of pub- 
lic usefulness. But here Ben Hiil, soaring tully 
plumed at the highest of his glory and usefulness, 
must die! Nopale gradation of approaching twi- 
light gave warning of the setting sun, In the fuil- 
ness of midday beam and meridian fame, that 
brightorb was suddenly quenched. Butthe grief 
thatsuch amanis dead may be well assuaged by 
the proud consciousness that such a man has jived. 
His name and his fame will gladden the hearts oi 
patriots now end forevermore. His spirit has gone 
to join with those of his comrades who lie ——— 
by the streams andin the valleys of Virginia anc 
Georgia. Spirits of the departed dead, the country 
which you saved and for which many of you per- 
ished has risen from the ashes of ber poverty, and 
we, to whom heve been transmitted her proiection, 
Will praise and bless your memories forever. —

REPRESENTATIVE HUMBER. 

Mr. Humber seid: 

Mr. President—Thbis joint assembly—this memo- 
ria], and these resolutions just read but faintiy uat- 
test the depthsof the public grief, or the magnitude 

of the public Loss. 

Benjamin Harvey Hill was truly a most wonder- 
ful mau—wonderful in his life, his intellect, aud 
in those moral traits, thatso beautifully sounded 
his great character. Hecame of worthy lineage. 
His father was strovg in his convictions, his mother 
lovely for Christian virtues. Bornin Jasper coun 
ty, Georgia, the 14th of September 1823, he was re- 
moved in childh:od to Troup county, where ihe 
moderate facilities of a country school prepares 
him for Franklin college. Here he Was graduateo 
in 1844, with distinction, receiving the highest bon- 
ors of hisclass. Choosing tbe law as his life busi- 
ness, he came to the bar andopened office in La- 
Grange. His able preceptor, Wm. Dougherty, pro- 
nouced him a natural lawyer. Intuitively he 
grasped the deep principles of juisprudence, and 
his ardent spirit reveled in foremsic strife. At a 
single bound he gained the frout rank of his profes- 
siou, and right royally did we hold it agaiust such 
knightly lancersas Colquitt, Welborn, E, Y. Hill, 
Alford, Ramsey and others, 

In 1851 the perils of sectionalism thrust him into 
politics asa union representative in the general 
assembly of his state. In 1855, he was the Amerlcau 
candidate for Congress, and two years ljater for gov- 
eruor of the state. Though defeated in both thes 
contests; in the first >y tuat profound jurist, Hi- 
ram Warner, avd in the second by our senior sena- 
tor, Joseph FE. Brown; stiil he arose Anteus like 
from these deieats, the confessed leader of his 
party and the foremost man of the state. Iu 1861 
he Was in thestate couvention that withdrew his 
state and himself from the federalunion. Withail 
the tremendous energies of bis vature he strove to 
stay the tide of dissolution, aud with spirit of pa- 
triot martyrdom he bent the same great powers to 
“reconstruct the fabric of demolished govern 
ment.’’ By almost unanimous vote he became a 
confederate senator, upon whose strong arm our 
illustrious chief leaned in the hour of destiny. 

When the confederacy fell, and blank dispair like 
unto death settled upon the hearts of his people, he 
alone of eur leaders was equal to the occasion. 
With Clarion voice he recailed them 
from despair. He awoke their slumbering mau- 
hood, He revived their ebbing patriotisui, aud 
taught them the ‘heroism of endurance,’’ He in- 
spired that self respect which is the sure basis of all 

thatis goodin men. History cannot parallel this 
scene when Benjamin H. Hill arose from the dust 
of federai oppression, aud by the powers of his own 
great soul alone lifted the dead hupes of his people 
with rim. Under his inspiration hey resiorea self- 
government, aud afterwards placed .heir champion 
in the senate of the United States He entered i's 
halis a very “‘Agamemuon king of men.’’ Sple.dia 

shievements and hervic suffering marked his last 
‘a years of life, and on the loth of August, 1882,he 
yielded to the last euemy. 

Wenderful mau! His very form would challenge 
the enquiring gaze of any company—of any age. A 
robust physical Coustitutiun aud intense applica 
tion gave him the ready mastery of all his powers. 
These were atonce mussive and acute, telescopic 
ana mieroscopic. He wielded the ponderous mace 
of Coeur de Lion, tempered and keen as the Damas- 
cus blade of Saladin. He combiuedin himreelf the 
polemic resources and sbiliof Pinkney or Black 
the logical severity of Calhoun or Stephens, 
the philosophic reach avd grasp of Veb- 
ster, the burniag eloquence of leury, 
the fervent activity, the inteuse energy, and mag- 
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These 
qualities provoked the envy of the little men, and 
he wasat times assailed with inveterate malice. 
3ut the great heartof his people, wouldon occa. 
sions, respond to his great heart, and proclaim their 
con tidence, 

Aud after all, Mr. President, that which made 
him great, was his unyielding moral courage, based 
upon his sublime faith in the omnipotence of truth 
Armed with the well weighed convictions of con- 
scieuce, he feared uo adversary. No harmful folly 
or wiiful wrong in friend or foe, esca ped his prompt 
rebuke. Ardentin all his emotions, his patriotism 
Was an absorbing passion. 
the prosperity and renown of his people was all 
his unselfish ambition. Briefas the opportunity, 
he has put indelible impress up:n his count:

It isnot my purpose to recount the incidents in | 
the life of this phenominal Georgian, but 1 wish to 
vive expression in behalf of the peopleamonug whom 
nis last Gays were spent, to the admiration and | 
veneration in which we beld him. 

With mingled pride and wonder we have beheld 
the triumpnus of his transcendent genius and have | 
been drawn to him by personal qualities that were | 
fit accompanimes (yo his rare intellectual endow- | 
ments. But, sir, @pari from the brillianey that 
dazzied and charmed, and the qualities that en- | 
deared him to us, I wish to-night to call attention 
only to bis mostconspicuous excellence; the high 
moral courage that prompted bim,on all occosions 
touthink independéntly and to Speak boldly, for 
What availsa giant intellect if it is fettered by 
lear? 

The element of moral heroixm that I wish to em- 
phasize, conspicuous as it was in all his actions, 
Was grandly il!ustrated upon two memorable occa- 
sions to which | shall briefly refer. When the war | 
had ended, leaving to the people uf the south litile 
else than their ruins and their honor, the people of | 
Georgia, with a resignation that surprised them- | 


selves and an energy that Was a surprise to others, 
devo ed themselves to the work of rehabilitation. 


Submissive to authority both state and federal, 
the masses addressed themselves tothe duties of 
good citizenship and strove and hoped tnat the 
future would bring surcease of privation and of 
Wrong. Evil counsels prevailing among those who 
coutrolled the feaeral admiuistration, the govern- 
ment that had been established by the people 
of,Georgia though republican in form,in theory aud 
in ope:atiou Conformab!te to the constitution of the 
United States—was declared not to be -liegal and 
Martial law, .With its contemp! of 
the rights of th» citizens, was proclaimed |’ 
in its stead. Civil officers who-heid their commis- 
sious by the sulfrages of the people vow exercised 
their functions t the sol 


sulferance of an alien 
dier aud laws that for Bearly a hundred years had 
protected life, liberty, and property, were subject 
lO xOrogation at the mere whim of @ Sairap. To 
crown ail, Wwe Were gravely warned that to utter a 
Murmur against this . iniquity, would be 
estcemed a crime, Batialious equipped 
for war araded these streets, 
wud with the iotiads of the hammer and the saw iu 
the hands of those who labored to rebuiled the 
bomes that vaudalisin had destroved, were mingied 
the olast of the ougle aud the rattle of the drum. 
The law was dethroned and militury Caprice was 
inade the measure of our righis and the extent of 
iheir protection. Having uv guaranty that the 
sanctity of our homes wWouid be safe from rapine 
and insolence, sume of uS met at iu 
tervals to take counsel togeiber and ww 
pledge ourselvesio oue another. iu this condition 
of doubt and apprehension many who had been the 
trusted leavers of the people were asked to make 
some public expressiou as to the duty of the hour, 
butall, with au allusiou to the dauger aud our 
helplessness, with one accord declined To the anxi- 
@Using iy: “Watchman, what of the night,’ uo 
Buswer came, A: the same rime asimilar request 
was made of Mr. Hili, and atier serious and most 
careful deliberation he nee ro. 5 wii 
spexdk to the people.’’ t was easy to fix 
the time, buc the place was a wmatter 
of serivusconsideration. Should we hail be tov 
largé the empty benches wouid turn to farce what 
wes felt to be a matter of great concern. Neverihe- 
less, Davis hall, with its immense capacity, was se- 
lected,and the time and piace were duly an- 
nounced, The day came, bringing with it enaces 
from military headquarters aud messages on the 
wiligs ofthe lightning sped to and from the city 
of Washington,and the last moment it wus doub.tul 
whether we would be allowed tw asassemdle, ai 
deemed almosta certainty that those who were 
most conspicuous in the determination would ve 
seized by the military authorities The hour came, 
but tuere were no elnpty benches.

One there was who had uo 
misgivings as to hisduty and no fear of the couse 
quencesof its performance; he was calm atl 
Wnvuuga within the sacred preetucts of his own fire- 
side. Risiug before that mullitude With ua conti- 
dencesthat shamed despair and a courage thas 
snapped its tlngers in the very face of fear, wiplead 
lor right—not expediency, he talked 
of howor, not vain, and when 
he turned with furious invective upon those who 
were about to perpetrate the g eat wroug upon 
Georgia itseemed hat every look was an electric 
flash aud every word a ‘huuderbolt. 

The light that burst from that occasion made 
Plnin the path for Georgia’s feet and from that 
moment our people felt the differeuce between a 
manly, diguified submission under proies. on the 
one Data #2ud on whe ol” er With quaking Knees aud 
quivering life fawning at the foo. of power.

The speeches delivered by Mr. Hill in this cam- 
paigu, as Wellas all of bis speeches since the war; 
were delivered under Very trying circumstances, 
Of these embarrassments I will herespeuk.

A Story of Prisen Life told by One of His Lone'y Com- 
punions. 


From the Observer. 

“It was at Point Lookout twenty years ago 
that | made the acquaintance of Sidney Lan 
ier. We were in the confederate service, and 
both, though running at different times, had 
been captured at sea by a biockade buat. | 
was the first to encounter my fate, and had 
been already some weeks a prisioner when 
was brougit in. 

“It wus a trying time, the midsummer 
Season, and the ‘iong yellow days,’ as one 
poor feiluw called them, made the hospitals 
full and death rates appalling.
